THE COAL OUTPUT ~

For 1808 — An Interesting Showlng
Made—West Virginla's Product Tn-
creased Nearly Two and o Halt!
Million Tons.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The statls-
tles of the production of coal in the
Unlted States durlng 1588, have just
been completed by Edward W. Parker,
stato statistielan of the Unlted States
geologleal survey. The compllation
£hows that the total productlon of all
kinds of coal In 1898 reached the enor-
mous flgurs: of 219,855,923 short tons, an
Inerease cf nearly ten per cent over the
output In 1597, which amounted In round
fgures to 200,220,000 tons, and was up
to thut time the larges: tonnoge ever
obtained in the Unlted States.

Great Dritulq's product In 1898 was
224,887,018 short tons, w slight decrense
from 1357, Pmctl.cutlr all of the In-
crease in productlon in the United
Stites was In bituminous coul, the out-
put of anthracite conl In 15858 belng 47,-
615,543 tong, un Inerease of omly o lttle
over 700,000 tons over 1587, I this ln-
creass 420000 tony were o the wmount

The Contesting Delegutions
From Cuyahoga County.

CINCINNATI, 0. Mny 25—The un-
usunl Interest In the Republlean state
convention ut Columbus this week Is
due to Its Indirect cffect on Presldent
Mellinley next yeat, as well as to lts
direct effeots on state factions and con-
tending coandidetea this year,

In the earler skirmishing there was
tnlk of the possibillty of o state wd-
minlstration that would use ts power
to secure an antd-3McKinley delegation
from Ohlo to the Rlepubllean natienil
convention next year. Since nll but
four of the cighty-elght countles have
selected delegates 1t 13 found that about
the only thing the delegates nre unank-
moua upon I8 the endorsement of the
national adminlstrutlon. All the can-
didates for other places on the state
ticket, ag well as those for governor,
have had strong reselutions adopted In
thelr countles for thelr delegates to
endorze the natlonnl administratlon,
Even the Kurtz-Bushnell-McKlsson el-
ement announce  that they are not
agalnst MeKinley, but that they are
ngaingt HFanna ond sny candhlate fa-
vored by Hannm.

It Is etlll elalmed by some that the
result of the conventlon this week may
determine whet kind of o MeKinley del-
cgatlon will be gent from Ohlo to the
Itepublhean nationel  eonventlon next
vear, It fs conceded that much dependt
upon the committee on credentinls next
Thursday, e far as both this year and
next year are concerned.

Cuynhogi county, the home of Sena-

Iasges Over Chamberlain, South
Dukota, Resulting In tho Death of
Boven Persuns—Other Btorms In the
West, !

OMAITA, Neb, May 25.—A specinl to
the Bee from Chamberlaln, #, D,, says:
Waord has renched here of n disastrous
and fatal tornado which passed over
the country in the vicluity of Bijou
Hills, twenty-flve miles south of  this
city, yesterday afterncon, resulting  In
the death of seven persons and the ser-
fous Injury. of three others,

The killed are: Charles Peterson, eix
children of Charles Peterson, ranging in
age from three 4o fifleen years.

The wife and two remaining chlldren
were #o badly Injured that they may
also die,

The tornado formed {n plain view of
Jundreds of peopls and moved In o
eoutherly course. The first place reach-
el was that of Ara Coden, which was
totally destroyed, -The storm then de-
stroped a ehoreh and o mehogl house,
after which it reactied the Peterson
place,

The dead and {njured there were
strewn oll about the premises, all be-
ing brulsed apd malmed in n shocking
manner, while  the bulldings  were
smashed to splintera.

OMAHA, Neh, Moy 25.—A epeclal to
the Bee from Central Clty, Neb,, saya:
A tornnde passed through the northern
part of TTamilton county last night, de-
stroying {rom 75,000 to $100,000 worth of
praperty, Including fifteen dwellings, o
church, school house and two  lron
bridges across the Blue river. Orchards,
proves and fances were leveled and
much stoclt killed, Cedar trees sixteen
Inches In dlameter were broken oft or
uprooted as easily ns corn hills,

Pathetic Message of a Dylng Pos.

There were slxteen more or less ge-
rlously Injured, wmong whom were n
number of forelgners en route to the
west, None of the Injured are expected
to dle a5 a result of the aceldant.

A cloudburst had washed the sand
and gravel roadbed, leaving the track
unsupported for nostristch  of  twenty
feet, The rulls pnd tles held together
and there was nothing to Indleate the
inaccurity of the rond, The engine
strucle the washout and was deralled
In the ditch beslde the track, and be-
hind It the cars were plled up In a
confused heap. The mall car toppled
over and was telescoped by the baggage
car behind, while the rear end of the
baggage ear In turn  telescoped the
smoker. The roof of the sleeper plough-
el lts wny through the day coach,
while the lower half of the latter
crashed througlt the sleeper.

The enginecr and flreman  jumped
from the traln and escuped with slight
injuries,

A Pathetic Case,

Mr. Schwette, of Alton, I, was
brought to this eity allve, but died at
8 o'clock.
